throwing out ten thousand scintillations 
B minute! 
"Off-color" is pretty good, 


but "all glass" would be more appro- 
priate. The next window will revenl 
" this solid seven-pearl ring only eight 
dollars!" A young man with that ring 
on his finger would " mash" a country 
town in just fifteen mimites, and lifteen 
minutes after that he might discover 
that the seven pearls were worth a cent 
apiece and the ring only well washed. 
Many of the regular jewelers are also 
up to tricks. "Can't be told from real 
diamonds—only three dollars," is the 
legend borne by hundreds of cards on 
which are displayed sets of ear-drops, 
and " Worn by a lord at Saratoga for a 
genuine stone," is the story told of 
mauy a "diamond" ring.

and furniture, and there is one place in 
particular where almost every article 
one can think of or ask for will be 
promptly handed out. On the same 
counter were swords, pistols, sickles, 
cofi'ee-mills, jack-knives, lamps, nut- 
meg-graters, 
button-hooks, 
candle- 


molds, grind-stones, egg-beaters, riding- 
whips, dog-chains, horse-collars, hymn- 
books, lamp-wicks, paper collars, knit- 
ting-needles, fire-fenders, and fifty other 
different articles.

I got off the Elevated Road 


one day at Chatham Square and walked 
down the street just behind a gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania, who counts his 
dollars by the million. 
He had on as 


fine a suit of clothes as money can buy, 
and his general bearing was that of a 
perfect gentleman. Yet, as he passed 
one of these clothing stores, the man at 
the door pointed to an old dress coat 
which had been patched and dyed, and 
boldly remarked: 


"I want to call your attention to this 


coat, which is a bargain at four dol- 
lars!" 


The millionaire halted and gave the

STIMULANT FOK THE HAH;.—Take of 


spirits of hartshorn two ounces, lanl 
oil, twelve ounces; shake well together 
imd take caro that it is kept tightly 
bottled. 


To EXTERMINATE CATERPILLARS.— 


It is said that caterpillars can be driven 
from apple trees by plugging sulphur 
in the body. The sulphur taints the 
sap and makes the leaves distasteful. 


COLD CREAM.— Take of oil of al- 


monds two ounces, spermaceti half an 
ounce, white wax one dram. Melt to- 
gether and while cooling add two 
ounces of rose-water, stirring it until 
cold. 


TEA ROLLS.—One pint of milk, scald 


and cool; the white of one egg, one 
tablespoonful butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls.of sugar, one yeast cake. "Make 
stiff enough to mold; let it rise over 
night, then cut in. rounds and fold over; 
butter the edges and let it rise again 
before baking. 


RAW BEEF TEA.—Take one ounce of 


beef; shred with a kn-.fc until the red 
pulp is removed from the libers and 
they remain a white, stringy mass by 
themselves; add two tablespoonfuls of 
cold water, and lot it soak for fifteen 
minutes. Give it cold, or, if not liked 
thus, very slightly warmed. 


A SUBSTITUTE FOU.BETS-BKKAD.—Rye 
meal is believed by many bee-keepers 
to bo the very best, substitute for bee- 
bread, when the latter is notiu full sup- 
ply. 
The-meal should be put iu shal- 


low boxes or troughs near the apiary. 
A. few pieces of empty comb put on the 
meal would sopu attract the attention 
of the bees to it. This food causes the 
bees to send out larger and earlier 
swarms than those not similarly treated. 


How TO COOK A TOUGH FOWL.—The 


best way to cook a tough fowl is to fiU 
the wash-boiler one-third full of boiling 
water. Invert a pan in this, rest the 
turkey on the pan so that it does not 
touch the water, steam until tender ancl 
then roast. 
It should be covered tight 


while s:earning.

juice nor flavor, while it hastens roast- 
ing wonderfully.

WASH FOI: HOKSKS' FEET.— A wash 


or brine of sail and lime is good to wash 
horses' feet that are driven on pave- 
ment or hard ".round when tho hoof is 
apt to crack, and it is also good in case 
nf founder. 
Salt will extract moisture 


from the atmosphere, \vliieh keeps the 
feet moist, 
.Salt operates nearly like 


melted grease upon the foot, and ren- 
ders tho hoof tough and pliable. Like 
a chunk of wood saturated with salt or 
brine, it is tough, yet moist. 
Wash the 


legs above the houf, hold up the foot 
and pour into the bottom, and it will 
soak in and keep the feet in good con- 
dition and prevent the hoof from crack- 
ing.

crop or no crop—will fail in the occupa- 
tion, and discover eventually that his 
manner of farming does not 'pav.

the farmer 
who is industrious, syr 


tematic and thorough—who loves hi ' 
calling—who takes advantage of all his 
opportunities, will 
find that farming 


realizes profits 
in 
numerous 
w"ays! 


There arc solid returns to place on the 
credit side of his ledger—a surplus to' 
go to his account in the bank, or to be 
loaned out on interest to his neighbors, 
or, what is butter, to be expended in 
necessary or wiso improvements. These 
answer the question at the head of this 
article, and solve all that there is 
problcmalical in the matter. 


But what is Ihe farmer to do who 


linils that ho cannot make his two ends 
moot after struggling along in thu vain 
effort to cause his methods to pay? 
He 


can give up his farm aud hire himself 
out as a laborer, or he may hie to the 
town anil set up a grocery, only if farm- 
ing did not pay I can, hardly see who 
would have the means to buy'groceries. 
But if farming did not pay when fol- 
lowed by such a person, it' is doubtful 
whether any other business would. 


The farmer should work with his own 


hands, and every one around him should 
chourfully follow his example.

aisiug a family of boys, he grows rich 


their number and muscular power 


nereasc.
